THE CARRYING COAT: 

21 inch underarm 5 balls 

Lcni^th from top of shoulder 16j ins. 

Length of sleeve seam 7 ins. 

Patons Beehive Knitting Needles, 1 pair each Nos. 10 
and 12, measured on a Beehive Needle Gauge. 

Fine Crochet Hook. Four Small Buttons. 

ABBREVIATIONS: See page 17. 

TENSION: To get these measurements it is absolutely 
necessary to work at a tension to produce 8 stitches 
to the inch in w'idth, measured over plain, smooth 
fabric. Check tension — sec page 17. 

THE LEFT FRONT— Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 

99 stitches. 



1st row. — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row nine times. 

Proceed as follows: — 

** 1st row. — K.5, ♦ wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
wl. fwd., K.7, rep. from to last 14 sts., wl. fwd., slip 1, 
K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.ll. • 

2nd and alt. rows. — K.6, purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.2 tog., K.3, * wl. fwd., K.3, wl. fwd., K.2, 
slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.2, rep. from * to last 14 sts., 
(wl. fwd., K.3) twice, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.6. 

5th row.— K.2 tog., K.2, ♦ wl. fwd., K.5, wl. fwd., K.l, 
slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.l, rep. from ♦ to last 15 sts., 
wl. fwd., K.5, wl. fwd., K.2, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.6. 
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7th row. — K.2 tog., K.l, * wl. fwd., K.7, wl. fwd., 
slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., rep. from * to last 16 sts., 
wl. fwd., K.7, wl. fwd., K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.6. 

9th row. — K.3, * wl. fwd., K.2, slip I, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
K.2, wl. fwd., K.3, rep. from * to last 6 sts., K.6. 

11th row. — K.4, ^ wl. fwd., K.l, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
K.l, wl. fwd., K.5, rep. from * to last \5 sts., wl. fwd., 
K.l, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.l, wl. fwd., K.IO. 

12th row. — As 2nd row. 

Rep. from ** to three times. 

Next row. — Knit. 

Next row. — K.6, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. last 2 rows thirty^four times. 

Using No. 12 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row.— K.l, (K.2 tog.) seventeen times, (K.3 tog.) 
twelve times, (K.2 tog.) eleven times, K.6. (47 sts.). 

2nd row. — Knit. 

Rep. 2nd row eight times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Cast off 5 sts., knit to end of row. 

2nd row. — K.6, purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.2 tog., knit to end of row. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows four times. (37 sts.). 

Work 16 rows without shaping. 

Cast off 12 sts. at beg. of next row, then dec. once at 
neck edge in every row until 18 sts. remain. 

Work 2 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. Work to last 9 sts., turn. 

2nd row. Work to end of row. Cast off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT—Work to correspond with 
Left Front, working border and shapings at opposite 
ends of needle and making a buttonhole in 1 27th row 
from commencement, then in every following 1 2th row 
three times. (4 buttonholes.) 

To make a buttonhole: K.2, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., knit to 
end of row. 

THE BACK — Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 

173 stitches. 

1st row, — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row nine times. 

Proceed as follows: — 

♦♦ Lst row. — K.5, * wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
wl. fwd., K.7, rep. from * to last 8 sts., wl. fwd., slip 1, 
K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.5. 

2nd and alt. rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.2 tog., K.3, ♦ wl. fwd., K.3, wl. fwd.. 



K.2, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.2, rep. from * to last 
8 sts., (wl. fwd., K.3) twice, K.2 tog. 

5th row. — K.2 tog., K.2, * wl. fwd., K.5, wl. fwd., K.l, 
slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.l, rep. from ♦ to last 9 sts., 
wl. fwd., K.5, wl. fwd., K.2, K.2 tog. 

7th row. — K.2 tog., K.l, * wl. fwd., K.7, wl. fwd., 
slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., rep. from * to last 10 sts., 
wl. fwd., K.7, wl. fwd., K.l, K.2 tog. 

9th row. — K.3, ♦ wl. fwd., K.2, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
K.2, wl. fwd., K.3, rep. from * to end of row. 

11th row. — K.4, * wl. fwd., K.l, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
K.l, wl. fwd., K.5, rep. from ♦ to last 9 sts., wl. fwd., 
K.l, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.l, wl. fwd., K.4. 

12th row. — As 2nd row. ** 

Rep. from ♦♦ to ♦♦ three times. 

Next row. — Knit. 

Next row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. last 2 rows thirty^four times. 

Using No. 12 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — (K.2 tog.) thirty'fivc times, (K.3 tog.) eleven 
times, (K.2 tog.) thirty-five times. (81 sts.) 

2nd row. — Knit. 

Rep. 2nd row eight times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, casting off 5 sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. once at each end of needle 
in next and every alt. row until 61 sts. remain. 

Continue without shaping until armholes measure same 
as Front armholes. 

Shape shoulders as follows: — 

1st and 2nd rows. Work to last 9 sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows. — Work to last 18 sts., turn. 

5th row. — Work to end of row. Cast off. 



THE SLEEVES Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
43 stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, work as given from ♦♦ to 
for Back once. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit. 

2nd row. K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 6th row until 
there are 39 sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 7 ins. 
from commencement. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in every row until 
19 sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 
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Rep. last 2 rows fourteen times. 

Work as given from to 
for Left Front of Carrying Coat. 

THE RIGHT FRONT— Work 
to correspond with Left Front, 
working border and shapings at 
opposite ends of needle and 
malcing a buttonhole in 75th 
row from commencement, then 
in every following 12th row 
three times. (4 buttonholes.) 

To make a Buttonhole: K.2, 

K.2 tog., wl. fwd., work to end 
of row. 

THE BACK— Work exactly as 
given for Back of Carrying Coat 
to end of 1 2th row, 

Rep. from ** to twice. 

Next row. — Knit. 

Next row. — K.l, purl to last st., 
K.l. 

Rep. last 2 rows fourteen times. 

Complete as given for Carrying 
Coat. 

THE SLEEVES, COLLAR 
AND MAKE UP — As fiven for 
Carrying Coat. 



THE COLLAR— Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
88 stitches. 

1st row. Knit. 

Rep. 1st row nineteen times. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam, sew up side, 
shoulder and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves placing scams 
to side scams. Using Crochet Hook, work 1 row of 
d.c. round collar. 2nd row. — ♦ 1 d.c. into each of 
next 3 d.c., 3 ch. to form picot, rep. from * to end of 
row, fasten off. Sew collar in position, 3 sts. in from 
front edges. Using Crochet Hook, work edging round 
cuffs. Sew on buttons to correspond with buttonholes. 
Finally, press all scams. 

THE MATINEE JACKET (“Mustardseed”): 



21 inch underarm 4 balls 

Length from top of shoulder 11 ins. 

Length of sleeve scam 7 ins. 



Fine Crochet Hook. Four Small Buttons. 

THE LEFT FRONT— Work as given for Left Front 
of Carrying Coat to end of 12th row. 

Rep. from ** to ** twice. 

Next row. — Knit. 

Next row. — K.6, purl to last st., K.l. 



THE FROCK (“Muatardsced ”); 

20 inch underarm 4 balls 

Length from top of shoulder 16 ins. 

Length of sleeve, scarms IJ ins. 

Fine Crochet Hook. Four Small Buttons. 

THE FRONT — Work exactly as given for Back of 
Carrying Coat to end of 1 2th row. ** 

Rep. from ** to ♦♦ three times. 

Next row. — Knit. 

Next row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. last 2 rows thirty times. 

Using No. 12 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — (K.2 tog.) twcnty'five times, (K.3 tog.) 
twentyTour times, (K.2 tog.) twenty^fivc times, K.l. 
(75 sts.). 

2nd row. — Knit. 

Rep. 2nd row eight times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.26, * wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
wl. fwd., K.7, rep. from * once, wl. fwd., slip 1, 
K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.26. 

2nd and alt. rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
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3rd row, — K.21, K.2 tog., K.3, ♦ wl. fwd., K.3, wl. fwd., 
K.2, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.2, rep. from ♦ once, 
(wl. fwd., K.3) twice, K.2 tog., K.21. 

5th row.— K.21, K.2 tog., K.2, * wl. fwd., K.5, wl. fwd., 
K.l, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.l, rep. from * once, 
wl. fwd., K.5, wl. fwd., K.2, K.2 tog., K.21. 

7th row. — ^K.21, K.2 tog., K.l, * wl. fwd., K.7, wl. fwd., 
slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., rep. from * once, wl. fwd., 
K.7, wl. fwd., K.l, K.2 tog., K.21. 

8th row. — As 2nd row. 

Keeping continuity of patt. panel, cast off 5 sts., at beg. 
of next 2 rows, then dec. once at each end of needle 
in next and every alt. row until 55 sts. remain. 

Work 15 rows without shaping. 

Next row. — Work 21 sts., cast off 13 sts., work to 
end of row. 

Continue on these 21 sts., dec. once at neck edge in 
every row until 17 sts. remain. 

Work 3 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. — Work to last 8 sts., turn. 

2nd row. — Work to end of row. Cast off. 

Join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts. 
to correspond with other side. 

THE BACK — Work as given for Front to 
Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. - Knit. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. Ist and 2nd rows three times. 

Cast off 5 sts. at beg. pf next 2 rows, then dec. once at 
each end of needle in next and every alt. row until 
55 sts. remain. 

Continue without shap^ 
ing until armholes 
measure same as Front 
armholes. 

Shape shoulders as 
follows: — 

1st and 2nd rows. — 

Work to last 8 sts., 
turn. 

3rd and 4ih rows. — 

Work to last 17 sts., 
turn. 

5th row, — Work to 
end of row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES Us' 
ing No. 12 Needles, 
cast on 40 stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row six times. 

8th row. — K.4, ♦ inc. 
once in next st., rep. 
from * to last 3 sts., 

K.3. (73 sts.). 



Using No. 10 Needles, work as given from ♦♦ to ** for 
Back of Carrying Coat once. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, casting off 2 sts. at beg. 
of needle in every row until 33 sts. remain. 

Next row. — * K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to last st., K.l. 
Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam, sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Sew up shoulder seams for 1 inch. Sew 
in sleeves placing seams to side seams. Using Crochet 
Hook, work edging as given for Carrying Coat round 
front and back of neckband and edge of sleeve. Using 
Crochet Hook, work 2 rows of d.c. along shoulder 
openings, making 2 buttonloops on each front shoulder. 
Sew on buttons to correspond with loops. Finally, press 
all seams.

THE VEST (“Mustardsced”): 

18 inch underarm l ball 

Length from top of shoulder 11 J ins. 

Fine Crochet Hook. Four Small Buttons. 

THE FRONT — Using No. 12, Needles, cast on 73 
stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row five times. 

Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

Rep. from ** to ♦♦ for Back of Carrying Coat four 
times. 

Next row. — Knit. 

Next row. — K.l. purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric until work measures 
8 ins. from commencement, ending with a purl row. 
Cast off 4 sts. at beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. once at 
each end of needle in every row until 57 sts. remain.

TENSION: To get these measurements it is absolutely 
necessary to work at a tension to produce 9 stitches 
to the inch in width, measured over, plain, smooth 
fabric. Check tension — see page 17. 

NOTE . — The coat is \nitted in one piece to underarm. 

Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 373 stitches. 

1st row, — Knit. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
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Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

7th row.— K.2, * wl. fwd., K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to 
last St., K.l. 

8th row. — ^As 2nd row. 

9th row.— K.l, ♦ wl. fwd., K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to 
end of row. 

10th row. — As 2nd row. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

15th row. — Cast on 5 sts., K.5, make hem by knitting 
tog. one St. from needle and one loop from cast'on edge 
all across row. 

16th row. — Cast on 5 sts., K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
Proceed as follows: — 

** 1st row. K.ll, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.5, 

* wl. fwd., K.3 tog., wl. fwd., K.5, rep. from * to last 
13 sts., wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.ll. 

2nd and alt. rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.ll, ^ K.l, wl. fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
K.3, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., rep, from * to last 12 sts., K.l 2. 

5th row. — K.IO, K.3, wl. fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., 

K.l, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., rep. from * to last 13 sts., K.l 3. 

7th row. — K.9, ♦ K.5, wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
wl. fwd., rep. from * to last 14 sts., K.l 4. 

9th row, — K.IO, * K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., rep. from ♦ to last 13 sts., K.l 3. 
11th rot^. — K.ll, * K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.3, slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., rep. from to last 12 sts., K.l 2. 
12th row, — As 2nd row. 

Rep. from ** to ♦♦ once. 

Work 24 rows in plain, smooth fabric. 

Rep. from ♦♦ to twice. ^ 

Work 50 rows in plain, smooth fabric. ^ 

♦ Using No. 13 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l 2, (K.2 tog.) twelve times, (K.3 tog.) 
twelve times, * K.2 tog., rep. from to last 71 sts., 
(K.3 tog.) twelve times, (K.2 tog.) twelve times, K.ll. 
(191 sts.). 

2nd row. — K.l, P.9, * K.l, P.1, rep. from * to last 
9 sts., P.8, K.l. 

3rd row. — K.IO, * P.1, K.l, rep. from ♦ to last 11 sts., 
P.1, K.IO. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 2nd row once. 

7th row. — K.IO, P.l, K.l, ♦ wl. fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last 1 1 sts., P.l, K.IO. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows twice, then 2nd row once. 
Using No. 11 Needles, proceed as follows: — ^ 

Next row. — K.50, cast off 8 sts., K.75, cast off 8 sts., 
K.50. 

THE LEFT FRONT — Continue in plain, smooth fabric 
on these 50 sts. (leaving other sts. on stitch holder). 

Dec. once at armhole edge in every alt. row until 
45 sts. remain. 



Work 3 rows without shaping. 

Work patt. as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.5, * 

wl. fwd., K.3 tog., wl. fwd., K.5, rep; from * to last 
13 sts., wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.ll. 

2nd and alt rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.l, * K.l, wl. fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.3, 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., rep. from * to last 12 sts., K.l 2. 

5th row. — K.3, ♦ wl. fwd., slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l, 

K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3, rep. from * to last 10 sts., K.IO. 

7th row. — K.4, ♦ wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 

wl. fwd., K.5, rep. from ♦ to last 9 sts., K.9. 

9th row. — K.3, * wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, slip 1, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.3, rep. from ♦ to last 10 sts., K.IO. 

llth row. — K.l, * K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.3, slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., rep. from * to last 12 sts., K.l 2. 
12th row. — As 2nd row. 

Work 5 rows in plain, smooth fabric. 

Cast off 14 sts. at beg. of next row, then dec. once at 
neck edge in every row until 22 sts. remain. 

Work 2 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows: — 

1st row. —Work to last 1 1 sts., turn. 

2nd row. — Work to end of row. Cast off. 

THE BACK — Rc'join wool to 75 sts. left on stitch 
holder and continue in plain, smooth fabric, dec. once 
at each end of needle in every alt. row until 65 sts. 
remain. 

Work 31 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulders as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows. Work to last 1 1 sts., turn. 

3rd and 4th rows. — Work to last 22 sts., turn. 

5th row. Work to end of row. Cast off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT — Rc'join wool toasts, left on 
stitch holder and work to correspond with Left Front, 
working shapings and border at opposite ends of needle, 
and making buttonholes in 2nd row and every following 
10th row twice. 

To make Buttonholes: K.l, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3, 

K.2 tog., wl. fwd., work to end of row.

THE SLEEVES Using No. 13 Needles, cast on 
47 stitches. 

1st row. Knit. 

2nd row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row. — K.2, * wl. fwd., K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to 

last st., K.l . 

6th row. — As 2nd row. 

7th row. — K.l, * wl. fwd., K.2 tog., rep. from * to 

end of row. 

8th row. — As 2nd row. 
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THE MATINEE JACKET 
(“Cobweb”): 

21 inch underarm, 3 balls 

Length from top of 

shoulder . . . . 11 ins. 

Length of sleeve scam, 7 ins. 
Four Small Buttons. 

Length of Ribbon. 

NOTE.— The Jacket is 
l{nitted in one piece to 
underarm. 

Work exactly as given for 
Carrying Coat to 
Work 36 rows in plain, 
smooth fabric. 

Work as given from *♦♦♦ 
to for Carrying Coat. 

THE SLEEVES, NECK- 
BAND AND MAKE UP 
— As given for Carrying 
Coat. 



Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

11th row, — Make hem by knitting tog. one st. from 
needle and one loop from cast^on edge all across row. 

12th row. — As 2nd row. 

Using No. 1 1 Needles, continue in plain, smooth fabric, 
inc. once at each end of needle in 5th and every fob 
lowing 6th row until there arc 65 sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 7 ins. 
from commencement, ending with a purl row. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in every row until 
17 sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE NECKBAND Using a flat scam, sew up shoulder 
scams. ^ front edges to form hem 

and slip stit^ in position on wrong side of worlf. 

With right side of work facing and using No. 13 
Needles, knit up 75 sts. evenly round neck. 

1st and alt. rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

2nd row. — K.l, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., knit to end of row. 
4th row. — K.l, * wl. fwd., K.2 tog., rep. from * to 
end of row. • 

6th row. —K.2, * wl. fwd., K.2 tog., rep. from ♦ to 
last st., K.l. 

8th row. — Knit. 

10th row. — As 2nd row. 

11th row, — As 1st row. Cast off loosely. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and 
warm iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam, sew up 
sleeve scams. Sew in sleeves. Fold neckband in halves 
and slip stitch in position on wrong side of work. Over' 
sew buttonholes lightly. Sew on buttons to correspond 
with buttonholes. Thread ribbon through holes at waist.

— the same blend cannot be repeated. 



HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION — Before you 
commence knitting, check your tension carefully — on this 
depends the success of the finished article. Take the 
wool and needles specified in the instructions, cast on 
20 stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. 
Lightly press work. Check the tension by placing an 
inch tape across the stitches, count the exact number of 
stitches to one inch and compare with the tension given 



in the instructions. All tensions are measured over 
plain smooth fabric, lightly pressed. If your tension is 
too loose, try a size finer needle. If your tension is 
too tight, try a size coarser needle. If there is more than 
one size of needle recommended in the recipe and you 
alter the needles to obtain the correct tension in plain 
smooth fabric, corresponding alterations must be made 
to the needles throughout the instructions.
